KiLLV, Kr., JuD'] 30 —About one 
we«k ago Ibo iiiu roue in tlie iiioriiloK 
ai waiTila cuatoiii, aiut alied liia glo- 
rioua light on tliia t>eaccrul villa|{u uf 
Uod'a people. Tliu liuin of iuilualry 
waa soon to be board tbrouKbout tlie 
little town. Everybody ieomed to be 
looking after bia own or aoiuebody 
elae'a biiaiiieaa. I'oace and good will 
aud a clear, dry, ralnleaa atiuoaplioic 
horerod over tlili garden i^pat of 
North Chriatian (or any other |>laca, 
for tliat matter) like the dove hovers 
over the birdlinga in her neat. A 
cloud about the aizeofahorae blanket 
drifted icioaa the Southern aky, and 
our young friend, Quiuton, predicted 
that it would rain before the inbabi' 
tanta could all aay "Jack Robiuion.' 
Acting upon thia prognoaticatlon, 
(evorai of the farinera of the village 
began pulling up tbo tobacco platita 
which they bad aet out in dry billa, 
that they might be able to aet tlieni 
when the ground waa wet all over. 
After niakinf hii Mopbecy, the prog- 
iioetlcator leR^ WlUiont giving any 
notice of hii leaving. The cloud 
about the lizo of a horau blanket alao 
left aoon afterward, and left a clear, 
hard aky and a mad lot of mdu be- 
hind. The exeitoiuout caueod ky the 
falao prohct'a wet weather remarka 
lioon aubaided, and tlie pious little 
town glided back into the uaual goo<l 
humor which reigned (but never 
rained) in and about iL Thii atate 
of Ihlnga waxed on until late In the 
evening.

"Vox Populi Vox 
DtiV tilled ibe air. In company 
witb a Mend, I appraaebed and asked 
tbe eanie of the duturbaaee. It ap' 
peered that the Tmeteee of tlta flree 
acbool district here, badjuttpurcbae- 
ud from a ClBolDoali agent a lot of 
aoala for the acbool bouse, at aoott of 
$85,00'; said amount to bo raised by 
taxation, without submitting the 
proposition to a vote of tbe people of 
tbe district. Little knots of angry tax 
payers ware gatbeied here and there 
dlsGUSsIng tbe matter In loud tones.

Appl^g Poultry JCunro. 

J.L. p. : The pure chicken ma 
uure collected fn^ii platform roosts 
niav be composed Willi twice ils bulk 
of dry loam, or about half its bulk of 
{piaster, then silghtiv moisteued, aud 
allowed lo He for a week or two. 
Then work It over with a fine fork 
breaking the lumps which remain, 
and It will be in i|iille a linccoiidition 
and dry. If you huvo uot used too 
much water. Tliis ma/ be applied 
broadcast for oats and oh strawberry 
plaiilatluii, while for coin It will 
probably bo best to pMl it ill the bill 
being careful not to have llie seed 
come in contact with it. On the lawn 
pot It on broadoast as a topdrcssing. 
If you are sottiii); n iietv sirawben j 
|ilanlatlon, plow iimlcr the cow iiiu- 
uuro and litter and harrow in the 
manure. Tbo tame will apply for 
tbe oats and for potatoes *l*o, although 
we should use the hen manure In the 
bill for iKitatoes. Wodou'i like to use 
stable manure on potatoes at all, bo 
cause our experience such manure lO' 
creases the scab.

A Con.ldvrutton nf Tholr Bolatloa to 
llouaaa and Individual ilanltll. 

For the last few years public atten- 
tion ha* been qiiiio frcqncnlly called 
to the inflncnee of trees upon climnte. 
The special issue of the United States 

Ajiricnlliiiul I)c|i.iilr t on (.ne.ilrv, 

lliiil nt:uiy ntlirr cniitrilintions. have 
slinwii how rainfall is nlTocttid, how the 
balance of the atmosphero Is disturbed, 
and bow climate changes from the ex- 
tended and rapid removal of foresia 

There la another atudy of treos 'alllod 
In I hi j which ha* raferanea to tbblr re- 
lation to house* and to Individual 

■allll. 

Until tlin aininsphereand the loll nro 
coiilc<l and moistened by the presenco 
of trees. This rosol'la from the draw- 
ing; lip of the water from Jlie inbaoil 

and fniiii tlio exclusion of the sun's 
layn. lli'sIiUts this ii <^)n8lderablc jior- 
lion of tin- rainfall eollcct.s on the 
lOAves and branche.'i. M. Kaiitiat has 
shown "that the leafage of leaf-bear- 
ing trees Intercepts one-third, and that 
ot pine trees one-half of the rninfail, 
whieh is afterward returned to the nt- 
mo.spliern by evaporation. On tlio 
other hand, llirsc same leaves and 
branches icstniin tlio evaporation 
of the water whieh roaches lha 
^und. Tills evaporation is 
nearly funr times leas under « 
mass of foliage in a forest and two and 
one-third times under a mass of pines, 
than in the open." Then wo have 
slagnKtion of air from lliat intciTiip- 
tioii of wind currents i-aused by tlin 
f(»lia;;e. It is, thi-rcfore, not w illunit 
reason that tho sanitarian studies tliu 
trees of tho yard or lawn In their bear- 
ing upon tndlvldnal health. Peesons 
of susceptible lungs, cir having any 
tendency to rheumntlam, need to he 
enrofully fruanle<l a;:;alnst such iii- 
fliioncoa. Where tin foliairc is dense 
alwnt honsos, or where the liinbs over- 
shadow tho piazaas or roof; tboy 
become the storage places for damp^ 
unwholesome air. Tho falling loaves, 
gathering from year to year, 
frivc a eorrespondinn; ibnnpncss to llie 
soil, while at time of fiili:i;;i. liie snn- 
shino I* meunrably oxcluded. It is 
pretty evident that mankind wa* not 
Intended to be reared in the woods. 
The innuanco ot trees In causing 
malaria, or in so intercepting It aa to 
have It Inrry among thom, has long 
boon known. "A dry garden on 
gravel, of tbreo nci-cs In oxtont, in 
Surrey, surrounded by trees I* gener- 
ally three or six degrees colder than 
the o|)oii common Iioyoiid the trees; 
and a large pond In a pine woml 
twenty miles finin Lonilon nHonled 
skating for iiiiu iy cDiisi'cnlive days in 
llie winter of 1885-li, while during Iho 
greater part ot the time tho lakes in 
the London irnrks were free from ice." 

Wo know with what Interest tlio 
lover ol trees watches the growth of 
those jilanled by his own hand and 
how many are ajit to In' seatlercd about 
the new home mansion. As years go 
on, and Iheir grouth and foliage In- 
crease, the owner is loth to reuiovu 
them or severely to sliorton their 
branches: It So, there is great dan- 
I liiat the dry soil and once conifort- 
iilj|>' homo will oome to be the damiwst 
and least desirable spot in tlie neigh- 
borliooil. A recent careful writer hai 
given the following sensible dircotlou 
as to tree-planting ns it bears npon 
tlie conditions of health: "A tree 
anonid no' stand ao near a houso, 
that if it were lo fall It 
would f.all n|>on tho honse; or. in 
ollicc wonls, the Irnnk should lie as far 
from tho huuso as tho height of tbo 
tree. Belt* ol tree* may be planted on 
the north and ea*t aspects of houses, 
but on the east side the trees shoulil 
not ho so near, nor so higli as to keep 
tlic morning snu from the bed-room 
windows in the shorter days of Ihn 
year. On the sonlk and west aspecta 
of houses, isolated tree* only ahonld bo 
permitted, 80 that there may be treo 
access of the sunshine and ot the west 
winds lo tlio houso and grounda High 
walls and palings on llieso ftspect«i aro 
also olijcctii)iialile and should be re- 
placed by fences, or, better still, by o)>en 
palings, especially it the houses are 
occupied during the fall of the loaf and 
in Iho winter. Trees for iilantiug 
should bo chosen in tbe fallo\rUig or- 
der: Conifers, birch, acad*.. beech, 
oak,' elm, lime and poplar. '"Flsr^r 
American homes wc 'must ndd' tho 
maple, the ash and the tulip lice, or 
American poplar, aitliougli Iho deiiso 
folbtgo of tlie maple is sometimes oIh 
jooUonnblc. Pino troos collect tho 
greatest anmniit of l ainfall and pprinit 
the fcccit c\ apurai inn from tlio 
ground, while their brandilcsi stems 
.cH'or the lca<l ilcj;n'c ot lesistanca 
to tho lateral circulation of tbe 
air. ' Acacias^ oak* and binhes 
are late to bunt into lent 
and therefore allow tho ground to bo 
wanned by tho sun's rays in the early 
spring. Tlio elm, lime and choatniit 
lire tlio least desirable kinds of trees to 
plant near Iioiises. They come Iniu 
loaf oorly and cast their leaves early, 
so that they exeludo tiie spring sun 
and do not nlTord niiicli sliaile in the 
hot antunin nionllis when it is ofie.n rc- 
|iiired. Trees are of valtii' in indical- 
iig dniice of resilience, llii li foliage, 
fern and mtis^ui lull of dainpnosa and 
alluvial de|KMiU Flowers and 
fruiting troos |>olnt to a dry and 
sunny sita Cliildreii will b« healthiest 
wliero most llower.s grow, and old 
people will live longest whore our 
iiioiiin fruits ripoii bcsl. Pines and 
their cuinpiinioiis, tho birelies, indicalo 
a sandy or gravel soil, elms a i ieli ami 
somewhat damp soil, oaks and ashes a 
lieovy clay, poplars anil willow* a low, 
damp or luarahy soil h-A .then ptir 
aestbetlct bo tempered by our deaire.4

For the last few year* public atten- 
tion has been quite frequently callo<I 
to the influence of trees n|)on dininte. 
Tho a|)oclal issue of tlic United .States 
A<^riciilluriil Dt'partniniit uii forestry, 
and nmiiy other contributions, havo 
•iiuwn how rainfall U aflTected, how the 
balance of tho atmoaphere Is disturbed, 
mill iinw climate change* from "the ox- 
tended and rapid removal of forcsta. 

'J'lii'rc is another study of troira allied 
to this wliicli lias refcrencu to their re- 
lation lo litiuses and to iiuliviiinal 
Ileal 111. 

Both tho atniosplicro and tho soil are 
cooled and moiatoned by tlie preaenco 
of tree*. Thhi rc*nlt* from tho draw- 
ing up of tho water from Jho subsoil 
luid from the exclusion of the sun's 
rnys. lii'sliles this a eonsiiloi ablo j)or- 
tion lit tlir raiiitall collii'is on tho 
leaves and branchea. M. I'antiut bos 
shown "that the leafaf^ of l«af-beai^ 
ing trees Intercept* one-third, and that 
of pIno trees one-half of the rainfall, 
which is afterward returned to tho at- 
mosphere liy evaporation. On the 
othin' hand, these same li-iivo^ and 
brnnclioa restrain the cvajioration 
of tho water wlilch readies the 
ground. This evaporation it 
nearly (onr times lesa under a 
mmfs of folia;;e in a forest and two and 
ono-thii'd tiini'S under n mass of |>ine.'i, 
tlian in the open." Tlien wo havo 
stagnation of air from that interru|i- 
tion of wind current* caused by the 
foliage. It is, therefore, not without 
reason that tho sanitarian stndlea the 
trees of tho yard or lawn In their bear- 
iiif; iipon Inillvidual health. FcMons 
of stiM-cpiilih! Innn^^, or having ony 
ti Tiili'iHy to rhenniatisin, need lo ho 
caicfiilly ^'iiardiHl ngninsl such iii- 
lluunci H. Where tho fuliago is dense 
ahinit house*, or wlioro the Umba over- 
Hlmdiiw the plaaaaa or roof, tliey 
hocMinie tile slor-agc jilaees for dani|i, 
unwholcsonip air. The falliii;; leaves, 
gnthering from year to y 
give .1 coiTOsponiling (lani|iiiess to llie 
soil, while nt time of foliage the suii- 
sblno U measurably excluded. It i* 
pretty evident that mankind wa* not 
inlendeil to l>e reared in the woods. 
The iiilliiiMHe of tree* in causing 
malaria, or in so intercepting it as to 
liave It lany among tlieni, has long 
been known. "A dry garden on 
gravel, of three acres in extent. In 
Surrey, surrounded by trees is gener- 
ally throe or .^ix degrees colder than 
III" (i]iiii loninion beyond tho trees; 

ml a lar^c pond In a pine wood 
tw.' itv iiiili< from Loiiilon nflorded 
skating (or ninety consecutive days in 
the winter of 1886-4, while during tho 
renter part of the time the iakea in 
the I.,ondon park* were free from ice." 

Wo know with what Interest tho 
lover of trees watches tho growth o( 
those pl.inti il by Ills own hand and 
how many are apt to bo scattered about 
the new home mansion. Aa years go 
on, and their growth and foliage in- 
crease, tho owner 1* loth to remove 
them or severely to *horton their 
branches. If so, there ia great dan- 
ger that tiio dry soil and once comfort- 
able home will como to be the dampest 
nfi least desirable spot in tho neigh- ' 
bwhood. A recent careful writer has 
given tlie following *on*lble direction 
to tree-planting as It bcaiB npon 
tlio conditions of health: "A tree 
snonld not stand so near a house, 
that if it were to fall It 
woidd (all ii|>on tlio Iioiim'; or. in 
other words, tho trunk should bo as far 
im tbe house as the height of tho 
ree. Belt* of tree* may be planted on 
the north and east aspects of houses, 
but on the oast side tlio trees shoidd 
ot be so near, nor .so high as to kc<4> 
lie morning sun from tho beil-room 
windows in tlio siiurt«r days o( tho 
ear. On the south aad wwlP' aapccu 
of iiou*es. Isolated trees only should ho 
permitted, so that thero may be freo 
nceoss of the siiiisliiiie ami o( tlio west 
winds lo the ImiHe and grounds. High 
walls anil palings on those aapcola are 
also objcciioiiablo and should be re- 
placed by fences, or, better still, by open 
palings, especially If tho houses are 
occupied during the fall of tlio leaf and 
In the winter. Trees for planting 
hould bo rlio.son in tho following oi 
Icr: t'oiiifers, binli, araciii, hwcl 

k, elm, limn ami poplar. For tmv 
Aiiiciir.-ui lionii's we "iinist add' tho 
maple, tlie ash and the tulip tree, or 
American poplar, although the dense 
fidlAgc of the maple 1* sometimes ob- 
jectionable. Pine trees collect tho 
greatest amount of rainfall and permit 
he freest evaporation from tho 
nml, while their branchless stems 
oiler tho least degree of rcsistanco 
to tho lateral circulation of tho 
air. Acacias, oaks and bircliea 
aie. late to burst into leal 
'imiji therefore allow the ground to bo 
warmed by tlio sun's rays in the early 
s))iiiig. 'i'lie elm, lime ami cliesttiut 
are the least desirable kinds of trees to 
plant near house*. They come Into 
leaf early and cast tlioir leaves early 
so that tliey i xclndc tlie spring suu 
and do not nlloid inneh shade in tho 
hot antiimn months when it is ofle.n re- 
quired. 'I'lvcs ;iro of \ alui' in iiiilicat- 
ing choice of re.sitlenoo. Itich (ollnge. 
fern and mosses toll of dniupnoss and 
alluvial de|K)sits. Flowers and 
fruiting trees jioint to a dry ami 
sunny silo. Cliildren will bo healthiest 
where most llowcrs grow, ami old 
[leoplo will live longist wlieni our 
common fruits ripen best. Pines and 
their companions, the biruhos, indicate 
a sandy or gravel soil, cinu a rieb aud 
somewhat damp soil, oaks and asbra a 
heavy clay, poplars and willow* alow; 
ilainp or iiiai-shy soil, I, it then onr 
aesthetics lie tenipereil by onr desires 
for heallli, and clioice and abundanvj 
of trees be ailiipluil to our aauitai;/ 
needs.

1 myself am an unbeliever In homeo- 
pathy, but think that it has done a 
valuable service to tbe commuultr in 
delivering them f^om the old idea 
that a dose of medioiuo wubeneflcial 
hi direct proportion to its abco and 
naatlnesa. TbIa old belief baa many 
adhereuta lu the country, but in the 
clliea it haa nearly diaappearcd, groat 
iy lo tbe benfit of the community, aud 
nearly every drnggiat In lown will 
aoknowledge, if he dare, that it is 
duo to the growth of bomeopa^y.

Wh -ii Ihn 
Union Piicilic rniIro,-id was fiiiit coiii- 
)iiotod it is estimated that tboro were 
from O.OOO.OOO.OOO to 10.003,000 buf- 
fiilops ranging hack and forth over tho 
country along the onatorn base of tho 
Hocky M iiintains. These vast herds 
of wild liovinca often p'lt :i slop to tlio 
first railway trains Hint passed over 
tho Union PaclHc rood while tlioy 
wore cros.sing the track In such num- 
licr.4 as lo bliirken the cartii a.' fur as 
tliii cyo could reach. The railway 
trains have ofton boon held for hours 
al a time by this kind of obstruction. 
Tho hulfalocs moved by instinct, lenv-

inials of this kind nro wanted for show 
purposes it requires a good deal of po- 
tiinit elTort to secure tlioni by rcaaon 
of ihcir exlrcmo scarcity over all 
tho connlry where millions of Ihcin 
roiinied in farmer yea.^s.

Many a farniui 
would think ho was wasting hotli time 
.-ind inaiei'ial wen- he to spread and 
plow ill iiianiiro that w.rs not properly 
"rutted." That such an opinion should 
Im pruvalont is not surprising. Take 
)Mmiid for pound andjrotted manure 
will prodnco far more aatlafactnry and 
speedy results than iinrotKHl. Hut thif 
is 110' llio only iiiatler l-i Ik- eonsiilcred. 
A pound of giceii inaiiiire will not 
make a jiound uf ninnnre that is well- 
rotted. Rotted manure is simply green 
mannro considerably oonoentrated 
nnd in a high state of preparation. 
It this wore all, it would not mat- 
tor muoh whothortlio luanuro was used 
In n rottod or unrottcd condition, but 
tills is not all. Wkilo the manure haa 
boon rotting much of Ito value has 
been dissipated In thefermenttve proc- 
eaa, while that whloh remaina la In 
aneh condition as to yield nearly all ol 
its plant food to the lirsi lU'op that fol- 
lows it.s aj^i'lieation. On the other 
hand, iioiolteil or iiiireriiiented ma- 
nure, when oiico plowed uuder, not 
only yields all the ingradienta that 
miJte up the more highly prepared and 
eoneontratod article, but much more 
beside. All thatvolatile portion which 
is driven off in the )<roee«a ot fermen- 
tation is now given to tho land. The 
process of rutting prograsses slowly, 
but with thoroughness; and not a par- 
ticle of available plant food ia allowed 

to FBCa|>0. 

Or course there are crops in whieh a 

limited use of rolled nianiire is found 
in practico lo he iieees-ary fur their 
Htieccsaful and jicrfect uulUvation. 
Thus, says a well-known writer, the 
tunii)), tho carrot and the lieet, whloh 
are sown in tho early port of tho sum- 
iner. reipiire that the manure applied 
.shall be in siii-ll a state of deeoiii|M>3i- 
tion as to art upon and uuiiii^li tliom 
ill tlie first stages of tboir growtli, and 
if this be not so the crop may entirely 
fail. In these and simliar cases ao- 
uutdingly a complete preparation of 
tho farm-yard dungs is an essential 
point of iiraollee. CcrLiin plants 
attain, do not letjuiro tiio same stat*' of 
deeiiin|Kisitioii ol lite dung. Thus, Uio 
potato rci|uircs li^ss in the first stages 
uf lis gi'owtli than the turiil|i, nnd 
honoe it is not ncocssnrv to aubjoot the 
manure to be apidied to tho same de- 
gree ol fermentatioo
